As the result of this interview I beg leave 
to recommend the establishment of » High 
School at Madoc for the following reasons and 
on the following conditions :— 

(A). REASONS FOR ESTABLISHMENT. 


(1). Madoc is the best situated locality in 
the Riding for a High School ; it is in the 
centre of the best eettled part of the North 
Riding of the County of Hastings. 

(2). The High School would be 
about 26 miles from Belleville, 30 from Camp- 
bellford, 40 from Trenton and 50 from Nap- 
anee, the seats of the nearest existing High 
Schools. 

(3). The population of the village is about 
1200, and the probabilities are that in the 
event of its being ne for the cost of 
the High School to be defrayed by the muni- 

ipality, there will be no difficulty in main- 
taining an efficient school. In fact, the 
establishment of a High School will entail 
comparatively little additional expense upon 
the municipality, because the Public School 
is at present crowded, owing to the presence 
of about twenty pupils who are doing High 
School work, and, if a High School be not 
established, it will be necessary for the Pnb- 
lic School Board to increase its accommodation 
and appoint an additional teacher.
